U.S.  exports  of  dairy  breeding  cattle  in  1971  >  "based  on  official  USDA  veterin- 
ary export  certificates,  totaled  1^,523  head  (table  l).     This  was  a  one- third 
increase  over  the  197°  level,  but  still  less  than  the  alltime  high  of 
23,515  head  exported  in  1966.     Holsteins  continued  to  rank  as  the  major  dairy 
breed  exported,  but  again  accounting  for  only  82  percent  of  total  exports  com- 
pared with  92  percent  in  19&9*    Brown  Swiss  showed  a  l6  percent  increase  over 
I97O,  after  a  fourfold  increase  the  year  before. 

The  1971  increase  in  total  exports  was  primarily  due  to  larger  exports  to 
Mexico,  Costa  Rica,  Spain,  Yugoslavia,  and  South  Korea  (table  2). 

Mexico,  still  the  No.  1  U.S.  market,  took  hO  percent  more  animals  last  year 
than  during  1970.    Again,  instead  of  accounting  for  its  normal  two- thirds  of 
total  exports,  it  took  just  slightly  less  than  half. 

From  a  regional  point  of  view,  U.S.  exports  to  North  America,  Europe,  and 
Asia  showed  a  marked  increase  last  year  over  their  1970  levels.  Those  to 
Africa  were  almost  non  existent. 

Although  exports  of  males  of  all  breeds  (table  3)  declined  about  15  percent 
last  year,  those  of  females  increased  by  more  than  one- third.     Exports  of 
Holstein  females  showed  the  biggest  increase  over  their  1970  levels. 

Thirty- nine  states  and  Puerto  Rico  exported  dairy  cattle  last  year  compared 
with  *4-3  "the  year  before  (table  h) .    Exports  from  all  of  the  traditional 
sources  of  supply  increased  or  remained  about  at  their  1970  levels.  States 
showing  substantial  increases  over  1970  were  California,  Wisconsin,  Florida, 
and  Michigan.
